Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:— g , ( 

1. T his Act may be called the Indian Railways (Amendment) Act, ntIe ' 
1985. 


2. In section 100B of the Indian Railways Act, 1890,— 

(i) for the words “five hundred rupees”, the words “two 
thou ran a rupees” shall be substituted; 

(ii) th* following proviso shall be inserted at the end, name¬ 
ly:— 

“Provided that in the absence of special and adequate 
reasons to the contrary to be mentioned in the -judgment of the

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court, where a railway servant or any other person without 
authority in this behalf causes to be obstructed any train by 
tampering with, disconnecting or otherwise interfering in any 
other manner with its hose-pipe, he shall be punishable with im¬ 
prisonment for a term which shall not be less than six months 
and with fine which shall not be less than five hundred rupees: 

Provided further that where a railway servant or any other 
person without authority in this beha’l, obstructs or causes to 
obstruct any train or rail car carrying passengers or any goods 
train by squaRing, p dieting or during a Rail RoBo agitation ur 
Bundh or by alarm chain pulling or tampering with signal gear 
or otherwise, he ?,h;fil be punishable with imprisonment for a term
